WPE criticized by

ASI has charged that the Writing 
Proficiency Exam program at CSUS 
fails to comply with Faculty Senate 
resolutions and the CSUS Student 
Rights and Responsibilities Act. 

A resolution authored by Jeremy 
Brickner director of undeclared stu- 
dents, suggests that the methods used 
to administer the WPE at CSUS need 
to be reformed to bring the WPE pro- 
gram into compliance with university 
policy 

The resolution was approved at 
Wednesdays’ ASI Board of Directors’

Faculty rebukes Chancellor Reed

CSU Chancellor Charles Reed was formally “rebuked” 
by the Statewide Academic Senate Friday for “disparaging” 
comments he made at Cal Poly San Luis Obispo, Sunday, 
March 7. 

The remarks, made to a group of local businessmen and 
university officials were “disparaging...about the faculty,” 
the Senate’s resolution states. 

The Senate resolution came after a lengthy debate on

University Police arrested two sub- 
jects Tuesday on charges of auto burgla- 
ry and conspiracy after they were 
allegedly caught casing vehicles on cam- 
pus.

Faculty Senate 
mulls merit pay

The Faculty Senate postponed 
discussion of distribution proce- 
dures for faculty merit pay increases 
at their meeting on Thursday 

The proposed procedures had 
been developed to distribute merit 
pay awards if the faculty had 
approved the tentative contract 
between the California Faculty 


’ Association and Chancellor Reed’s 


office. 

However, faculty members 
statewide voted no to the agree- 
ment two weeks ago. Many profes- 


‘ sors disagreed with Reed’s merit 


pay proposal in the contract that 
would have set 40 percent of facul- 


ty pay increases aside for merit pay 
awards. 

Despite the lack of a contract 
that stipulates merit pay distribu- 
tion, some senators advocated 
forming distribution committees in 
advance. 

“ The faculty merit proceedures 
have to move forward so depart- 
ments will have enough time to 
react to our decision and form the 
committees that the proceedures 
call for,” said Linda Palmer, profes- 
sor of English. 

Doreen Stabinsky, professor of 
environmental studies, motioned to 
table the item until the faculty 
approves a contract. 

Henry Chambers, professor of 
history, said that the senate should 
wait and see if a contract, possibly 
one that does not include merit pay 
distribution, is approved. 

“I would be willing to take action 
if it means we could kill the procee- 
dures and wait for a better contract,” 


said Chambers. 

The proposed procedures would 
have required faculty members 
interested in merit pay increases to 
submit Faculty Activity Reports. 
Each department would form 
Department Level Review 
Committees to review the Faculty 
Activity Reports. 

The DLR Committee would 
submit its recommendations to the 
Dean, who would then pass the rec- 
ommendation for a merit pay 
increase on to President Gerth, who 
has final approval over the increas- 
es. : 
An appeal process has been pro- 
posed that would allow faculty who 
didnt receive merit increases to file 
a complaint, but the president still 
has final approval in the appeal 
process as well. 

During the Open Forum of the 
meeting, Linda Palmer, professor of 
English, proposed that President 
Gerth write a letter to the Chancellor 
to support the faculty of CSUS in 
the contract negotiations. 

Other action taken by the Senate 
included the approval of the nine- 
unit graduate level concentrations. 
The Curriculum Policies 
Committee made the stipulation that 
the concentration must be made up 
of 200-level courses. A writing and 
reading subcommittee of the 
Curriculum’ Policies Committee 
was also established. The subcom- 
mittee would be purely advisory to 
departments, and it would have no 
authority to change department poli- 
cies. 

The next Faculty Senate meeting 
will be held March 25 at 3 p.m. in 
the Orchard Suite on the second 
floor of the University Union.

Then again, Go National, the band 
that Kevin and Allison head up, is 
not your usual pop band. Combin- 
ing a mixture of melodic riffs, loose 
harmonies and some punk influence, 
Go National has solidified themselves 
as a mainstay in Sacramento area 
music. 

Kevin and Allison began playing 
music in a band called 5’10”, a group 
that was originally Kevin’s solo proj- 
ect which eventually became Go Na- 
tional. 

Having only been together for 
about a year, the group’s latest EP, 
“I’ve Got My One Good Eye On 
You,” simply rocks. You can tell that 
the band had fun making the CD, 
and it comes through on the album. 

Kevin is the frontman who covers 
lead vocals and guitar, while Allison 
also plays guitar and sings backup. 
The Go National entourage is round- 
ed out by drummer Mark Harrod and 
bassist Mike Tamony, who recently 
left the band. 

“The music I’ve been writing for 
the past few years has been more pop 
sounding, what I think is more ac- 
cessible music to the public, with the 
addition of more melodies and Alli- 
son singing the harmonies,” Kevin 
said. 

He describes the music as “hard 
driving rock-pop music” that has a 
good feel and is upbeat. 

This is a slight change from when 
Kevin originally began playing mu- 
sic in Seven Seconds, an ultra-punk 
band that got its start in the early ’80s. 
Beginning his music career at age 
16, Kevin has had the opportunity to 
play in numerous places. Whether it 
be overseas or here in the states, he 
has had the chance to branch out and 
explore other musical interests. 

Kevin attributes much of his recent 
music endeavors to singer/songwriter 
Elliot Smith who has helped influ- 
ence his approach to writing music for 
Go National. 

“Tf there’s one thing I want to be 
known for, I want it to be my song 
writing because that’s something that 
I take seriously,” said Kevin. 

On the other hand, Allison and 
Kevin are adamant that they try to 
maintain a sense of humor about 
themselves and their music. Having 
fun and not taking themselves too se- 
riously are constant goals. Exposure 
of the group is another. 

The band plays regularly in the 
Sacramento area, which is probably 
why they garnered a SAMMY nom- 
ination, which recognizes talented 
musicians and their music here in the 
Sacramento area. Not bad for a band 
that’s been together for less than two 
years. 

Anew CD is in the works for Go 
National, and rumor has it that the 
release might be sometime next fall. 
One can only hope that it will con- 
tinue to excite people like their current 
release.

They call themselves rumblers; 
there are 30 to be exact. They lurk 
around campus giving away free T- 
shirts and other goods, generally trying 
find ways to stir up trouble.

The group was started to promote 
sporting events, but since then Green 
Thunder has expanded itself to overall 
campus life.

The organization was started just 
three years ago by a student who has 
since graduated, with a vision to pro- 
mote attendance at sporting events on 
campus.

The next Green Thunder event, 
dubbed the “Spring Fling,” will be held 
March 24 in the outdoor student theater 
at3 p.m. 

“We're putting together a barbecue 
to promote a safe Spring Break along 
with the Health Center, who will be 
passing out condoms, Safe Rides, who 
will be displaying a smashed-up car, 
and KSSU,” said Cochrane. 

Other events the group is looking 
forward to this semester are what they 
call “the CSUS drive by” and “the rock 
toss.” All students who participate in the 
drive by can expect to drive through a 
designated parking lot where rumblers 
will take off their old license plate 
frames and replace them with Green 
Thunder plates. 


For students interested in warming 
up the old pitching arm, on May 1 
Green Thunder will hold a rock-throw- 
ing event at the Guy West Bridge. 

“At the rock-throwing contest, stu- 
dents can huck rocks across the river,” 
said Cochrane. “If they don’t want to do 
that, they can paint them instead.” 

In case students are wondering, 
there is no purpose for these events 
other than to promote unity on campus, 
according to Cochrane. 

“We want to see more students get 
involved to capture the college experi- 
ence,’ said Cochrane. “That’s what 
we're here for.” 

For what it’s worth, students may 
want to keep an eye out for Green 
Thunder events because the goods are 
free.

Dressed in her trademark red suit and 
barely tall enough to peek over the podi- 
um, Helen Thomas, United Press Inter- 
national White House Bureau Chief, 
spoke to nearly 500 people Thursday 
night in the University Union ballroom. 

During the course of the evening, 
Thomas spoke of women’s rights and 
President Clinton and shared some hu- 
morous statements that she had heard 
during the 39 years of covering the White 
House. 
“There are times when I would like to 
say, ‘No, thank you, Mr. President,” 
Thomas began her speech, “and I have 
bones to pick with the founding fathers 
who left women, blacks and other mi- 
norities out of the Constitution.” After big 
laughs from the audience, she went on to 
applaud Elizabeth Dole for “throwing 
her bonnet in the ring” and entering the 
2000 presidential race. 

As for the current occupant of 1600 
Pennsylvania Ave., Thomas acknowl- 
edged that the ball is now in Clinton’s 
court and Congress can no longer just sit

erly type some might assume.

Some students plot their path to 
graduation the first day they step foot 
on the CSUS campus. For others, 
finding out the necessary steps to 
obtain a degree has been more of a 
challenge. 

“I think that more can definitely 
be done to help us out,” said student 
Elizabeth Jeffrey, who is working 
toward a bachelor’s degree in 
English. 

“Graduation requirement infor- 
mation isn’t easy to understand, and 
it’s not always easy to know who to 
address your questions to.” 

Jeffrey isn’t alone. According toa 
fall 1998 CASPER poll, 85 percent 
of students said that General 
Education requirements have never 
been explained to them. The poll also 
found that 47 percent of students said 
that they would like to see the for- 
eign language requirement eliminat- 
ed 


Although the poll didn’t ask stu- 
dents why, some students have cited 
overcrowded classes, extra time to 
graduate and scheduling nightmares 
as reasons for wanting the require- 
ment dropped. 

Shannon Flynn, a sophomore in 
business, is worried she will have to 
push her graduation date back. “I feel 


this is an extra burden put upon us 
students. I took a foreign language in 
high school, and I see absolutely no 
point in taking it again,” she said. 

Flynn said she is also frustrated 
because of the competition to get 
into some of the more popular for- 
eign language classes. Last semester, 
Institutional Studies reported that 
603 students competed for only 150 
available seats in Spanish 7, and 
454 students vied for 265 seats 
in nine sections of Spanish 2A. 
Other popular sections include 
French 2A and 7. 

Mark Riley, chair of the for- 
eign language department, said 
that classes aren’t nearly as 
impacted this semester. 
“Although lower enrollment is 
normally true for the spring, I 
think adding new courses might 
have helped,” he said. 

The department has added 
about five new foreign language 
Classes. Riley said even more 
courses would be added if the 
funding was available. 

“There is no shortage of qualified 
teachers to teach these classes,” he 
said. “We just don’t have the mone 
to hire them.” y 

Jeanne Novosel, Associate 
Director of Admissions and Records, 
said that only a few of the CSUs 
require graduates to be proficient ina

Senate 
approved the requirement that 
CSUS graduates be proficient 
in a foreign languagé in 1992. 
Students must complete a 
third-semester language class 
in order to receive a degree, 
Classes that meet that require- 
ment are the 2A, 5 and 7 for- 
eign language classes, or 
Education 152, sign language profi- 


Students can also fulfill the for- 
eign language requirement by taking 
a proficiency test. The standardized 
multiple-choice test is administered 
once a semester for Spanish, French 


According to Edna Linville, for- 
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eign language department secretary, 
70 to 100 people take the test each 
time. The test is offered once a 
semester and the next available test 
dates are Oct. 15, 1999 and March 
17, 2000. 

The intermediate-level test is 
offered in four areas: reading, writ- 
ing, listening and speaking. Student 
must pass two of the tests to fulfill 
the requirement. It costs $5 to take 
each section and students can sign up 
in the Foreign Language department 
office, Eureka Hall, room 316. Tests 
for other languages, such as Chinese, 
Italian or Japanese, are given on a 
one-on-one basis. 

Professor Klucas, who teaches 
Spanish 5A, says that a lot of stu- 
dents aren’t aware the test is even an 
option. 

“Students are reluctant to take the 
proficiency exam because of the psy- 
chological .pressure of such an 
exam,” he said. “But they should 
realize that with two years of high 
school Spanish they could pass the 
exam.” 

Klucas said many students are 
just not educated as to the options 
available to them, and that there is no 
limit to the number of times you can 
take the exam. Students can get more 
information on the proficiency exam 
by calling the foreign language 
office at 278-6333.

allows students to write negative evaluations for professors 
while remaining anonymous. 

“I have a right to face my accuser,” said Dr. David 
Braverman, associate vice president of Student A ffairs. “As 
a professor I would want to know the name of the student 
who is evaluating me,” he said. 

Clemente had similar objections on the issue. 

“1 have major problems with this, the ability to slam 
someone and then not have their name on it is a sign of cow- 
ardice,” he said. 


South defended his resolution. 

“Tf you can’t be open to criticism, than you should not be 
a professor here,” said South. 

Gary Davis, ASI president, was absent from the board 
meeting.

way to get feedback after you get the 
test,” said Brickner. “My argument is 
that if you fail the test, how are you 
supposed to learn from your mis- 
takes?” 

The English department currently 
stores WPE tests in a Calaveras Hall 
closet for one year before shredding 
them. 

According to the ASI resolution, 
CSUS is one of two CSU campuses 
“with the lowest pass, highest fail rates 
on the WPE.” Currently, the CSUS 
pass rate is around 60 percent, having 
been as low as 47 percent in May 1998. 

“Our WPE passing rates are well 
within the norm,” said John Price, 
coordinator of the WPE program. 

The resolution states that CSUS 
should “get an 80 percent pass rate, or 
at least come within 10 percent of the 
CSU average pass rate.” 

The average pass rate for writing 
proficiency programs in the CSU sys- 
tem is currently in the low 70th per- 
centile. 


“This isn’t a very accurate number, ” 


said Price. “Every campus has different 
tests and the statistic is over two years 
oldie 

According to Price the pass rates at 
other campuses cannot be compared to 
CSUS because of different testing pro- 
cedures throughout the CSU system. 

“You can’t compare apples to 
oranges. Each campus has their own 
way of doing things. It’s okay to look, 
but it’s not an honest comparison,” said 
Price. 

Cal Poly San Luis Obispo and 
CSU, Fresno allow students to satisfy 
the Graduation Writing Assessment 
Requirement in several ways. 

For example, students may take a 
class or a 90 minute written test to 
complete the requirement. Other cam- 
puses offer a combination test that 
includes both an essay and a multiple 
choice section. 

“ASI will request that a formal 
committee be established to review the 
possibility of adding classes as a way 
of fulfilling the GWAR requirement,” 
said Brickner. 

The ASI resolution also requests a 
budget outline from the WPE program 


to examine how the $25 testing fee is 
being used. 

“We should be allowed to know 
how our money is being spent.” said 
Brickner 

Tom Krabacher, chairman of the 
Faculty Senate, said that the credibility 
of some sources in the ASI legislation 
is “shaky, but students should be able 
to know where their money is going.” 

Krabacher, who attended 
Wednesday$ ASI meeting, said the 
Senate will take a “close look at the 
issues addressed” in the resolution. 

“ASI’s claims are justified and 
mandate an examination, but it may 
take some time to be processed through 
the proper channels,” said Krabacher. 

Nick Clemente, director of postbac- 
calaureate students, feels that despite 


the many reforms suggested by ASI, 


the purpose of the WPE is still signifi- 
cant. 

“The WPE is important because it 
assures that students have a knowledge 
of writing skills. 

However it may be time to consid- 
er other ways of administering the 
test,” said Clemente.

Have you heard the indignant outrage of 
feminists over the now-famous exploits of our 
ever-popular, lovable lug of president?

Early on frigid Sacramento morn- 
ings, students walking past Placer Hall 
can often see forms of students emerg- 
ing from clouds of steam, CSUS is 
home to a steam heating system, that 
for many students provides a classic 
atmosphere to campus jaunts. 

In several spots on campus, pillars 
of steam blow from the ground. 
Emanating from tubes in front of the 
Library quad and in front of Placer 
Hall, the totally harmless steam often 
times is rising from leaks in the system, 
or occasionally condensation that has 
developed on the tubes and is steaming 
off. 

This is the case for the “Burning 
bush,” as Facilities Management refers 
to the area located in front of the 
Library quad and next to the bike lock- 
er walkway. The “Buming bush” is 
actually condensation steaming off the 
tubes, which makes for a unique expe- 
rience while walking to.class. 

‘Connected to several buildings, the 
Steam Distribution System, as it. is 

‘dubbed by Facilities Management, 
affects students in several ways. On 
those chilly mornings in the cold vast 
spaces of the Science Building, stu- 
dents don’t get cold hands because of 
steam-generated heat. In fact, the steam 
can be held responsible for heating 
almost all of the 1,700,000 square feet 
of buildings on campus. 

“The steam is primarily used for 
heating, but does serve some other 
functions,” said Linda Hafar, the asso- 
ciate director of Plant Services. The 
steam is also used for heating experi- 
ments in the Science Building, as well 
as picturesque photographs on campus. 

The campus is powered by half

electricity, and the other half of the 
need - the heating - is powered by the 
steam. However, the steam does ‘origi- 
nate from electricity, which is used to 
power the boilers. 

During the cooler months, the boil- 
ers that generate the steam run con- 
stantly 24 hours: a day; processing 
between 20,000 and 40,000 pounds per 
hour, making it difficult to work on the 
steam system and lines. 

“We have a boiler operator on.cam- 
pus 24 hours a day,” said Hafar, who 
pointed out that steam is very mainte- 
nance-intensive. and may not be the 
preferred method of heating for the 
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campus in the future. 

‘Eventually I would like to frie 
steam with hot water heating,” said 
Hafar. Due to the high temperatures of 
the steam, Facilities Management has a 
difficult time working with the steam; 
hot water would be much more versa- 
tile to work with. Several building serv- 
ice engineers do maintenance on the 
steam system during the summer 
months when the steam conditions are 
much safer. 

The steam is conducted to each of 
the buildings through several miles of 
underground heating and distribution 
lines, branched off a main tunnel locat- 


ed below campus ground. The tunnel 
begins in the Central plant located next 
to Solano Hall and ends close to the 
back of the Library, having covered a 
distance of 1,500 to 1,700 feet. The 
tunnel is several feet wide, enabling 
enough room for people and machinery 
to move freely. The main steam tubes 
are located inside the tunnel, next to a 
series of electrical wiring for comput- 
ers and the like. 

Unfortunately, students are not per- 
mitted in the tunnel, due to safety con- 
cerns and incidents at other campuses, 
but students are encouraged to enjoy 
the steam and its heat!

Congress debates a crack 
down on date rape drugs 









(U-WIRE) WASHINGTON — 
Colorless, tasteless and easily home- 
made, a chemical compound called 
gamma hydroxybutyrate (GHB) has 
become one of the world’s most 
effective “rape drugs” in the past 
decade. Now Congress is hoping 
tougher laws for possession of the 
drug— and others like it— will help 
decrease the occurences of rape. 

The Subcommittee on Oversight 
and Investigations, which is a branch 
of the Commerce Committee, heard 


both sides of the debate Thursday 


morning. Rep. Sheila Jackson Lee 
(D-Texas) spoke of the Hillory J. 
Farias Date Rape Prevention Drug 
Act, which she introduced in 
January. The bill, named for a 17- 
year-old athlete who died after her 


Schedule I has no recognized phar- 
maceutical use and a high potential 
for abuse. Possession of a Schedule I 
drug is a federal felony with a maxi- 
mum penalty of 20 years and 
$250,000 in fines, Jackson-Lee told 
the panel. GHB is currently classi- 
fied in the lowest rating of abuse and 
danger potential, Schedule IV. 

In light of the thousands of docu- 
mented cases of GHB-related sex 
crimes and deaths, at least 20 states 
have moved to raise the classifica- 
tion of GHB, increasing penalties for 
possession. 

Those who ingest GHB can be 
rendered unconsious for hours. 
Because of memory loss and the 
rapid breakdown of the drug in the 
body, which makes it difficult to 


was not knowing what happened to 
me that night,” said Candace Pruett, 
18,. before the House committee.

GBH is also a highly addictive per- 
sonal 

narcotic. Identifying criminal 
possession of the drug is tricky 
because the components of GHB are 
found in many household cleaning 
products. Addictions are easily con- 
cealed from friends and family, but 
often prove fatal. Even a capful of

Sacramento State Homets started its 
conference season with a couple of wins 
over Cal State Fullerton last weekend at 
Hornet Field. 

The Homets (14-8 overall, 2-1 in Big 
West Conference) beat the Titans 0-1 in 
the first game of the doubleheader 
Saturday before dropping 7-5 in the sec- 
ond game of the day. The Homets rallied 
for the 2-0 victory on Sunday.

The University of Oregon softball team 
comes to the Capital Classic riding a four- 
game winning streak and a No. 15 ranking by 
the USA Today softball poll. 

The Ducks play in the Pac-10, one of the 
most competitive and recognized softball | 
conferences in the nation. All eight teams 
with a softball program in the conference are 
currently ranked in top 20. The Capital 
Classic is the last of five tournaments for the 
Ducks, 16-6, as they prepare for the regular 

j season. The Ducks recorded a second-place 
finish in the Easton Showcase Tournament 
last weekend in Fullerton. 

The Ducks are led by freshman catcher 
Missy Coe and sophomore infielder Triawn 
Custer. Coe leads the team in batting (.423), 
with team highs in hits (30) and doubles (9), 
while striking out only three times in 71 at- 
bats. Custer is also a threat at the plate, lead- 
ing the Ducks with six home runs and 25 
RBL. As a team, the Ducks are batting .305, 
while holding their opponents to a .231 aver- 
age. 

Senior Jennie Cook and junior Danielle 
Haag lead the Duck pitching staff, with 
records of 6-2 and 5-1 respectively. Cook has 
the team’s lowest ERA (1.08), with Haag fol- 
lowing at 2.15. 

The Ducks have improved under third- 
year head coach Rick Gamez. The Ducks _ 
were 21-30 in 1996 when Gamez took over 
and in just two years he led the Ducks to an 
NCAA appearance last year. The team post- 
ed the second-best win total in Oregon histo- 
ry with 40 wins last season. 

Capital Classic play begins Friday for the 
Ducks with a triple-header. The Ducks must 
overcome San Jose State, No. 20 Nebraska, 
and SE Missouri State Friday in order to 
reach the championship bracket, which 
begins play on Saturday.

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¢ BASKETBALL Notes 

The Sac State baseball team was swept by the Long Beach 49ers this week- 
end in a three-game road trip. 

The Homets lost 9-1, 6-3 and 7-0 in a Big West conference series that start- 
ed Friday. The team dropped its record to 9-14 overall and 2-4 in Big West 
Conference play. Long Beach improved its record to 11-7 overall and 3-0 in 
conference. The 49ers are currently ranked in the top 25 nationally in three 
polls (No. 14 Baseball America, No. 20 Collegiate Baseball and No. 22 USA 
Today/Baseball Weekly). 

The Homets host another ranked opponent as they meet the Cal State 
Fullerton Titans Friday. The Titans, 17-5 overall, 3-0 in conference, come 
ready to play a three-game series while being ranked along with Long Beach. 
Fullerton has been ranked No. 16 Baseball Weekly, No. 15 Collegiate Baseball 
and No. 12 USA Today/Baseball Weekly 

The top hitter for the Hornets against the 49ers was junior Jesse Krebs. The 
second baseman was the only Hornet to hit in all three games, going 4-for-11. 
Pitchers Pat Edwards, Brian Gates and Dustin Tubb all dropped their records 
over the weekend. Edwards (4-2) pitched 3.1 innings giving up nine hits and 
seven earned runs. Gates (1-4) pitched 6.1 innings, allowing 12 hits and four 
eared runs while walking three batters. Tubb (0-3) gave up nine hits and five 
earned runs while striking out four batters in five innings. 


¢ ROWING 

On to San DiegoOthe Sac State rowing team swept its competition over the 
weekend and now heads to the San Diego Crew Classic on March 27. The 
Homet women’s team improved to a two-meet win streak, beating the Santa 
Clara Broncos at the CSUS Aquatic Center in Rancho Cordova. In the first 
varsity eight, the Hornets beat Santa Clara by more than 21 seconds, rowing a 
6:51.68 in the 2,000-meter race. 

The Hornets scheduled meet against Humboldt State this weekend has been 
cancelled. 


¢ MEN’s TENNIS: 

Chris Smith improved his Sac State singles record to 8-0 as he defeated his 
Montana opponent Sunday during the Big Sky conference season opener. 

The Hormets team record improved to 7-1 on the season, beating the 
Montana Grizzlies 5-2. The Homets won four of the six singles matches. 
Smith, a junior college transfer from Fresno State, beat Justin Lindbloom 6-1,

The Sac State track team experi- 
enced many firsts on Saturday during 
the Sacramento Open. 

It was the Hornets first meet of the 
outdoor season, the first meet on the 
new $1.2 million track at CSUS and 
the first opportunity to qualify for the 
Big Sky conference championship 
meet. The Homets have 12 meets on 
the schedule before the May 19 con- 
ference meet in Northridge, Calif. 

“We had several qualifiers for the 
conference meet,” Hornet head coach 
Joe Neff said. “Especially in the men’s 
and women’s long jump and triple 
jump.” 

The men’s team qualified three 
athletes in the long jump and the 
women’s team qualified one athlete in 
both the long jump and triple jump. 
The men must jump 22 feet 6.5 inch- 
es in order to qualify. The Hornets 
qualified Jimmithee Banks, James 
Sumner and Quaylan Allen with 
jumps of 23 feet 10 inches, 23 feet one 
inch and 22 feet six and a half inches 
respectively 

Sophomore Karen Trapani quali- 
fied in two events for the women. She 
cleared the qualifying mark of 17 feet 
nine inches in the long jump with her 
leap of 18 feet three and a half inches. 
She also jumped 37 feet eight and a 
quarter inch in the triple jump, clear- 
ing the qualifying mark of 37 feet. 

Another highlight for the men’s 
squad was the performance of fresh- 
man sprinter Mike Kenyon. His win- 
ning time of 47.30 seconds in the 400

Kenyon also 
earned a victory in the 200-meter race 
with a time of 21.82 seconds. 

Other standouts for the women 
included junior Danielle Benzer, who 
placed second in the hammer and dis- 
cus throws and won the shot put with 
a throw of 38 feet one inch. Junior 
Alicyn Chappelle won the high jump 
by clearing a height of five feet eight 
inches.

inch below her personal best, 
Chappelle is still coming off an ankle 
injury from the indoor championship 
meet. Sophomore sprinter Kari 
Tranzor won the 400 meters for the 
Hornets with a time of 57.08 seconds. 

“For the first meet of the season, 
the team did pretty well overall,” Neff 
said. “But in track you can do good in 
some events one day and not so good 
in others.” 

While most of the compliments of 


the day were aimed at the athletes, the 
actual track received its share as well. 
The new surface was installed for the 
U.S. Olympic Trials, set to be held at 
Sac State during the spring of 2000. 
While the $1.2 million was spent for 
the Olympic team, the Homets will 
make good use of it until they get 
here. The next two meets of the season 
are at home. Both meets start at noon.
